the injunction be lifted. 


Circuit Judge Walter B. Jones 


set the July 17 hearing date and 
left the injunction in effect until 
then. 


Patterson's June 1 request for 


the injunction was based on the 
contention that the NAACP had 
never properly registered as an 
out-of-state- corporation to do busi- 
ness in Alabama. 


An 8-part demurrer filed yester- 


day by Negro attorneys said the 
attorney general had no cause for 
action! They claimed the injunc- 
tion was a'n abridge~ment of con- 
stitutional rights of due 
process, 


equal protection under 
the law, 


freedom of speech and freedom of 
assembly. 


And, 
NAACP 
representatives 


said, it "is" not 
doing 
business 


within the state of Alabama." 


Patterson also contended June 1 


that NAACP activities "are caus- 
ing irreparable injury to the prop- 
erty arid civil rights of the resi- 
dents and citizens of the state of 
Alabama." 


He charged the organization em- 


ployed or "otherwise" paid the for- 
mer 
Autherine Lucy 
and Mrs. 


Polly Myers Hudson to "test the 
policy" of the University of Ala- 
bama by' seeking to enroll. And 
Patterson said the group helped 
organize and finance the almost 7- 
month-old boycott of Montgomery 
buses by Negroes. 


The petition filed yesterday dis- 


missed the charges by Patterson 
as "mere conclusions."
